Killed 
by a 
(Boiler. 


Two terrible accidents occurred in 
Wrightsville, York county, 
Saturday 
morning, attended \/ith fatal results. 
About 11:30 o'clock a portable boiler 
used in the lime quarries of the Wrights- 
ville Lime Company, Baker & Billmy- 
er, in the upper part of th^ town, ex- 
ploded with terrible effect killing Mrs. 
Lt'muel Barnes and fracturing Mr. 
Barnos* skull so that it is t'huught he is 
beyond 
recovery. 
Mrs. Barnes had 
taken her husband's dinner lo him and 
had sat down to wait while he ate it. 
While doing so the boiler exploded, 
tearing off the top of Mrs. Barnes* head. 
The boiler was intended to carry from 
So to 100 pounds of steam, but it is al- 
leged that it had a pressure of 130 to 
140 at the time of the explcsion. The 
boiler was blown to fragments and 
pieces thrown two blocks away. 
Where 
the boiler was standing tjicre remains 
nothing but a hole in the ground. A 
small building near by was blown to 
atoms.

wire. 
The company has a capital of 
$1,000,000, and there is every mdica- 
tion that the works will be in operation 
before January i,

About S o'clock Saturday morning, 
John W. Minnich, of the firm of Weil- 
er & Minnich, proprietors of the plan- 
ing mill and box factory, Wrightsville, 
went to the third floor of tl^e new town 
hall, now in the course oi erection in 
that borough, to inspect the building. 
While standing on a ladder it turned 
throwing Mr. Minnich dow^i through 
the building. 
In his descent he struck 
on the bri'dge of his nose, fractured his 
skull and broke a leg. 
His condition 
is very critical. 


Nearly five years ago six men were 
sent to the penitentiary for 12 years for 
robbing 
A.dam Keck, a well-known 
resident of Scotland. Their names were 
Abraham ColTman, Jacob Weible, Ja- 
cob Sa)lor, James Saylor, James Dob- 
.son^joeqah-Workman ^rind/^ George W, 
Coffman.f It now appears, if the con- 
fession of Abe Coffman is to be believ- 
ed, that four of the men were innocent. 
Cofiman saj^s it was Bill Killinger,Tim 
Valentine, Jake Saylor and himself who 
committed the crime. 
Killinger and 
Valentine are still at liberty. 
Coffman 
makes the confession, he says, because 
the thought of four innocent men suffer- 
ing has preyed heavily on his mind. 
An effort is being made to have the four 
men paidoned, and it is thought they 
Will be released soon. 


If the reports are lo be believed, Eu- 
rope will have-to depend on the Unit- 
ed States this year for its supply of 
grain. 
The crops of Russia and Aus- 
tria are reported deficient, while that of 
India is said to be short by some 15,- 
000,coo busheis.

did a rattling business in tobacco and 
rum among the saints of Salt Lake City, 
Finally he reached San Francisco,where 
the first thing he did was to start a 
hotel. 
Then he became a brickmaker 
and 
made money, 
Ophir stock was^ 
ruining everybody at the time. 
Bald- 
win tried his luck at it and came out a 
winner of $18,000,000. 
He is now 60 
years old, tall, dark, wiry, nervous and 
eneigetic. 


Down in Grayson county, Ky,,in the 
vicinity of Dickey's mill,there is a most ^ 
remarkable lamily named Hunton, It 
is composed of father, mother, and 
eight sons and 
daughters, all of the 
children full-grown. 
Not one of them 
weighs less than 175 pounds, and the 
! second oldest son tips the beam at 272. 
j This, however, would not be uncom- 
mon, as large people are abundant in 
Kentucky; but every member of the 
family has feet of most extraordinary 
size, far out of proportion to their bod- 
ies. 
There are no manufactured shoes 
large enough for them, and it keeps a 
country shoemaker busy supplying ped- 
al coverings for the entire family. Not 
one of them uses a shoe smaller than 
that made on a 
last, and the largest 
toot measures eighteen inches in length. 
No other persons in Kentucky are 
known to have feet ap])roaching these 
in size, although colored people fre- 
quently wear No. 14 shoes, the ordin- 
ary foot requiring a 7 or an S. 


A peculiar death occurred at Indian- 
apolis, Ind., last Thursday. 
Mrs. Siler 
had 
four children, whom she would 
leave at home when at her work. 
Among the children is a three-year-old 
boy, who has a mama for using match- 
es and setting fire to everything that 
can be ignited. 
He set fire "to his baby 
sister's clothing and held a blazing pa- 
per to the infant's face while his moth- 
er was out on Thursday, burning it so 
horribly that it died. 
When a crowd 
had gathered in the house after the in- 
fant had 
been burned to death, the 
youngster tried to set fire to the cloth- 
ing of a neighbor's little girl, and was 
prevented irom doing so by force. 


A frightful accident happened at Cnr- 
nege's Edgar Thomson Steel Works at 
Braddock Thursday night. 
Capt. W. 
R. Jones, general manager of the im- 
mense steel works, and a number of 
workmen were horribly and perhaps fa- 
tally burned. 
One of the largest of the 
blast furnaces gave way at the bottom 
and tons of molten metal ran out. 'I'he 
furnace had not been working properly 
and Capt. Jones called to sec if he 
could not ascertain the cause, 
Capt. 
Jones is well-known 
throughout the 
United States and Europe wherever iiun 
and steel are manufactured. 
He re- 
ceives a salary of $25,000 a year and a 
percentage of the product of the mili, 
making: his income $50,000 a year. 
He took 300 men to Johnstown at his 
own expense two days after the flood 
and remained there for two weeks di- 
recting the work of rescue. He is ^ t y 
years of age. 


The American Meat Company is the 
latest thing in the way of a big corpor- 
ation, It has be«n organized by a num- 
ber of New York and Western capital 
ists, with the intention of engaging m 
all branches of the cattle and beef in- 
dustry, from the raising of stock to the 
retailing of the product. 
The capital 
is fixed at $25,000,000, of which thri-c- 
fifths is to be issued immediately. It's 
announced that in exchange for prt)- 
perty, $7,000,000 of the stock has al- 
ready been taken, and it is stated sev- 
eral millions are to be offered the ptib- 
lie at a figure slightly below par. The 
slaughter houses of the concern are lo- 
cated at Kansas City, and its first op- 
erations in the East are to be confined 
to Baltimore, where it has acquired the 
plant of a local dealer. 
The intention 
is in time to extend the operations to 
other large cities.

A Century anil a Half of Life. 


For several years there lias been domi- 
ciled at tho M(mterey County Hospital in. 
California, an Indian known by the name 
of "Old Gabriel." 
As to the exact day, 
month or year of his birth, proof iswant- 
ine; but of the fact that he has passed 
the wonderful age of 150 years there is a 
quantitv of evidence. 
He was born 
m 
Tulare Couuty, but during childhood re- 
moved to the town of I^Ionterey. 
Father 
Junipero Serra arrived in Monterey 
m 
1770, and it is well authenticated that at 
that time Gabriel was a grandfather. 1 ho 
voungest age at which an Indian marn<-<I 
waTlU'teen"years. 
If Gabriel 
followed 
the custom and married at that age,_ he 
would necessarily have been at least thirty- 
two or thirty-three ye<irs old to have been 
a grandfather at the time of Father Juni- 
pero's landing there. 
Father Junípero 
taught Gabriel the art of cutting and lay- 
ingstone, and at the time of building the 
Jinst chapel, in the years l / 7 i ana 
y u ^ , 
Gabriel assisted in the construction of tho 
walls. 
He became so expert at his trado 
that ho m a n a g e d the construction of the 
Ban Antonio Mission in 1781. 
He thea 
married his second wife. 
Father faorreii- 
tini, the priest, and Bishop Amat reaclied 
Monterey some time in the year 184... 
The former says that Old Gabriel w ^ 
then living with his sixth wife, and he 
was by many years the senior of all the 
old inhabitants. 
He was then known by 
the same name, and was said to be at that 


time over 110 years of age. 


A widely known old lady by the name 
of Castro, ^vho died five years ago at tho 
age of ninety-five, in testifying to Old 
G^ibriel's ago, said that when a ohi d . le 
saw him and that time he had 
ehildieii 


several years older than she Avas. 


Gabriel remained at Old Capitol until 
a few years ago, when he removed 
to 
Salinas Valley, where he has lived ever 
since, 
r p to within two or three y u r s 
he was a familiar figure on tho streets of 
Salinas City, but now he is rarely seen, 
as his trips from the hospital to the tow u 
are becoming less frequent.

hence—we shall have a navy about as 
powerful as that of Germany at the present 
time. 
Considering the fact that wo had 
DO ship-building plant and no gun-foun- 
dry capable of building and arming these 
ships five years ago, the progress made, 
says Franh Leslic^s ITeinspa^iev^ is not un- 
iatisfactory.

new TO KOAST MEATS. 


Good beef should have a bright red 
color uot too dark, dry and tender to the 
touch, fat, and with a smooth, 
open 


gram. 


Iu roasting meats one of the principal 
jDoiuts is to have it as juicy as possible. 


Wash the meat ia cold water, -wipe 
dry, singe with a hotirou, then place in 
a dripping pau; cover the top with a 
layer of suet one-half inch thick; add 
drippings to the pau until one inch deep; 
the pan should be at least four inches 
deep; place iu a hot oveuaud slightly in- 
crease the heat until done; allow thirty 
minutes for first pound and fifteen min- 
utes for each additional pound. 
When 
done remove to a hot plate. Add one cup 
of hot water to the jmu, after draining 
oil the drippings let boil two or three 
minutes; then thicken with one table- 
spoonful of butter, mixed with 
fiour; 
add white pepper and salt to taste. Mush- 
rooms, oysters, chopped pickles or any 
fiavor can be addqd to this gravy. Another 
way is to wash, place in pan, add one 
cup of hot water and place at once in a 
hot oven, turn over imtil nicely browned 
on all sides; remove to a hot platter, pour 
the drippings oJE, add one cup of sweet 
milk, let boil oVie minute, thicken with 
one teaspoonful of fiour and one of but- 
ter, let boil one or two minutes and then 
add salt, white pepper and cinnamon. 
It 
is then ready to serve. 
A French way of 
roasting beef is to take a sirloin roast, 
mix salt, pepper, cinnamon and 
cloves 
together, then, with a narrow bladed 
knife, make incisions about one inch deep 
on all sides of the meat; put a little of 
the spice in each with a small slice of gar- 
lic, and then roast as directed above.—

Corn Bread—Break into a bowl twv 
eggs and add to them a teaspoonful of soda 
and two teaspoonfuls of salt, beat and 
stir in one pint of sour milk and corn 
meal enough to make a smooth batter; 
bake in a buttered tin. 


Boiled Carrots—Scrape clean and boil 
in four waters, changing each time just 
as they commence to boil; when tender 
drain, cover v/ith sweet milk, season with 
pepper, boil up once and thicken with a 
little ilour stirred smooth in cold water. 


Corn Pudding—Two cups of corn boiled 
and cut from the ear, one pint of milk, 
two eggs, salt to taste, 
Beaf the eggs 
until 
very light; 
add 
the other in- 
gredients, ))ut the mixture in a buttered 
pudding dish aud bake about forty 
minutes. 


Rice Griddle Cakes—Boil half a cup of 
rice; when cold, mix one quart pf sweet 
milk, tlie yolks of four eggs, and ilour 
feuiticient to make a stiJf batter; beat the 
whites to a froth, stir in one teaspoonful 
of soda and two of cream of tartar, add 
a little salt, and, lastly, the w^hitesof the 
eggs; bake on a griddle. 
Serve 
by 
spreading them while hot with 
butter, 
and also any kind of jelly or preserves; 
roll them up neatly, cut off the 
ends, 
si^rmkle with sugar and serve quickly. 


Creamed Jlalibut—A pint bowl of cold 
boiled halibut picked fine and freed from 
bones and skin» 
Jlelt in a saucepan ono 
tablespoonful of butter, and when it boils 
add a tablespoonful of flour. Stir smooth 
and add slowly a cup of boiling water, a 
cup of milk and a teaspoonful of 
salt, 
•with a saltspoonful of pepper.

j)udding dish and put a layer of halibut 
and one of sauce till all is used.

the top thickly with bread crumbs, dot 
with bits of butter and bake till brown in 
a qinck oven. 


Saddle of Mutton—Procure a saddle of 
a young and not too fat mutton, roast in 
medium hot oven bo to be a little rare and 
all the fat cooked thoroughly; make a 
gravy from drippings in pan, skim oil all 
fat, strain and serve with the mutton. 
Cut a few young turnips in regular-sized 
jjieces, boil in salt water till done, then 
drain the water, sprinkle over one spoon- 
ful of su^ar about one-half pint of stock 
and one 'spoonful of condensed beef; let 
boil till stock evaporates and then ^lacc 
the tumiifi; dish up with the mutton and 
serve.
